High Price Of Rubber 


High British Rubber Prices Now Be. | 
coming Domestic Problem 

While the British press is minimiz- 
ing United States criticism of sky-high 
rubber prices, brought about by the 
Stevenson plan regulating the output

Canada’s Wheat 
Raising Farms 
Wheat is the Principal Crop on Ovér 

Half of Farme in the Dominion — 

According to a bulletin of the Do- 
minion bureau of statistics, out of 711,- 
090 farms in Canada in 1921, 281,293 
Feported the raising of wheat. ‘This 
tmeans that nearly 64 per cent. of the 
farms in the Dominion thay be re- 
@arded as being devoted to the raising 
of wheat as a principal crop. Wheat 
took 20,276,070 acres of the 39,203,961 
acres in grains of all kinds, and out 
of 49,680,663 acres in field.crops of all 
kinds. While certain farms produc- 
ing wheat would fall within the mix 4 
farm!ns classification, in general the 
raising of wheat may be regarded as 
the criterion of the number of relative 
Importance of grain growing farmers 
to the whole agricultural industry in 
Canada. 

According to number of farms re 
porting the growing of wheat, the prov- 
fnces rank as follows: Saskatchewan, 
Ontarié, Aloerta, Quebec, Manitoba, 
Prince Edward Island, Nova Scotia, 
New Brunswick and British Columbia. 
The eastern provinces raising wheat 
Go so in great part for consumption 
on the farm; the transportation of 
Canada’s enormous ylelds of wheat 
from the threshing fleld to town eleva- 
tors is therefore a present-day prob- 
lem of Canada, more economically {m- 
portant in the west.—Regina Leader.

Manitoba Menaced By Rats. 
Serious Damage Has Been Done to 
Grain in Stacks and Storage 

Manitoba fs menaced by a veritable 
fodent plague, and, according to ro- 
ports, the flelds are so badly infested 
in certain localities as to causo alarm. 
While the provincial department of 
agriculture has Information of sertous 
damage by rats and mice to grain in 
stacks and storage, the situation so 


far has not reached tho stago where} 


renewal of the “rat virus” campaign of 
a few years ago is regarded as neces- 
sary by the authorities. Measures, 
however, are being taken in affected 
areas to eradicate the destructive pest. 

Manitoba has no native'rats, author- 
ities point out, except, of course, the 
muskrat. All the rats in thé prov- 
ince have come in during the past 
twenty years, chiefly from tho United 
States. 

The United States department of 
agriculture, according to Professor 
Jackson, estimates thgt there are 360,- 
000,000 rats in that country, and that 
they cost the,nation $200,000,000 a 
year—or that the equivalent of 200,000 


farmers are kept busy ralsing food 


for rats. Rats have been known to 
attack live animals, and fat pigs have 
died as a result of having holes caten 
in them. The rodents occasionally 
gnaw the hoofs of horses until they 
bleed. 

Excepting under unusual conditions, 
an actual plague of rats in Wéstern 
Canada is regarded as improbable, 
says Prof. Jackson. Deep snow traps 
the rats and unless he is fortunately 
situated as to food and drink during 
;the winter months, his numbers are 
Greatly reduced. When food runs 
short, rats eat their young and often 
each other.

Great Britain paid $92,000,000 to the 
United States In gold, being interest 
and part payment of her war debt of 
nearly five billions to that country.

Tho 
United States debt in that case would 
causé no worry to the British taxpayer.

low’s debts. And it all falls upon the 
individual taxpayer. The British 
currency {s on a gold basis, and the 
credit of the country is unimpatred.

Pure-Bred Cows Give a Profit of $200 
Per Year 

Ta Northern Ontario even as far 
back as the transcontinental rallway 
practically all the crops suitable for 
feeding dairy cattle do well. Red 
clover provides excellent summer pas- 
ture and winter hay, and such excel- 
lent silage crops as sunflowers and a 
mixturo of oats, peas and vetches give 
good yields with ordinary farm cul- 
tivation. ‘These are the main rough- 
age crops used at the Kapuskasing 
experimental station for the milking 
herd of about twenty-five head of pure- 
bred and grade Ayrshires. From 
these foods with a grain ration the 
herd gave an average of about 7,000 
lbs, of milk testing about 4 per cent. 
of fat. Charging up the feed used at 
market prices and labor of attention 
on a cost basis the cows of puro breed- 
ing gave a profit of $200 and of grades 
$176 per head for the year.

Food Animals 


Veterinary Inspectors Gtationed at the 
Large Packing Piants 

A great amount of work was done 
during the last fiscal year by the in- 
spectors of the Dominion health of 
animals branch in inspecting food 
animals, meats and.their products. 
The report of the veterinary director. 
general shows. that in the year ending 
March 31, 1925, the inspection service 
examined 4,386,009 carcasses of 
slaughtered meat animals of which 
only half of one per cent. were con 
demned as unfit for human food. 

The hog {s the predominant moat 
animal from the standpoint of num 
bers, the total slaughter of hogs fn tho 
packing establishments being 2,969,638 
as compafed with 917,405 cattle and 
498,966 sheep. 

The veterinary inspectors who carry 
on this work are stationed at the large 
packing plants throughout the coun- 
try. They make rigid ante and post- 
mortem examinations of animals and 
carcasses and closely supervise manu- 
facturing and sanitary conditions, and 
are therefore in a position to guar- 
antee the wholesomeness and freedom 
from disease of all meats and meat 
food products emanating from the 
supervised establishments. In this 
jway the splendid reputation of Cana- 
dian meat foods has been fully main- 
tained and the demand for our in- 
spected foods is undoubtedly increas 
jing both at home and abroad.

Why Months Are Uneven 


Number of Days In Year Cannot be 
Evenly Divided 

Perhaps not every one ts famillar 
with the reason why all months of the 
year have not the same number of 
days. Month really means ‘Moon,” 
and originally stood for the time from 
one full moon to the next. As man 
progressed a little, he began to take 
account of the year and to divide this 
second standard of reckoning into so 
many months. Since, however, the 
moon goes round the earth in 29 days, 
sO many hours, minutes and seconds, 
while the true year consists of about 
365 days and a bit, the sum wouldn't 
exactly divide properly, and the calen- 
dar got into hopeless confusion. To 
put this rigat, Julfus Caesar consult- 
ed with the most learned men of his 
day and devised a new calendar giving 
the twelvo months alternatively, 31 
{days and 30 days aplece with a special 
arrangement for February in Leap 
Year. Tilis plan, however, was upset 
by the vanity of Augustus, the next 
emperor, who thought that the month 
called after him should have 31 instead 
of 30 days, and to get at this result re 
| arranged the programme In our present 
|system of uneven months, Even so, 
the diviston of sun years by moon 
‘months wasn't exact, and so about a 
jcentury and a half ago we had again 
\to recast our calendar to meet the 
jproblem of what {s really an attempe 
\to divide a sum which won't divide 
| exactly.
